CHarfftts That Fraudulent Issues of 
Sto ck Certlftcatei» Have Been 
M ade are bet Up. 


Henry D. Deam, Andrew H. Deam 
and John Moats today tiled a bill of 
coinplaia,t in the circuit court against 
JohnW. Hamilton, Charles G. Davies 
and W. H. Hollis, respectfully presi­ 
dent, trea!*urer and secretary of the 
Benton Harbor -«Electric Railway & 
Transit 
company, requiring 
these 
gentlemen to appear in court In an­ 
swer to chargee involving the fraudu­ 
lent issue of stock with the alleged 
purpose of enriching themselves at the 
expense of the coriioration of which 
they are its officers and in which the 
complainants^are stock holders. 


The complaint recites that the cap­ 
ital'stock of the coriwration was $650,- 
000, divided Into 6,500 shares*, that pre­ 
vious to the organi:<^ation of the com­ 
pany a considerable amounrt of work 
was done by the complainants and 
money to thé amount of $5,000 hud 
been expended in procuring the right- 
of-wav all of which was turned over 
to and became the property of the 
company/and that the defendants had 
furnished no proi)ertv or 
services 
whatever: that after the organization 
of the comt>any there was organized 
^ut of the board of directors a finance 
anH executive comniiitee which was 
-composed of Henry D. Deam and all 
the defendants and at a meeting of that 
committee in March 18^ a majority 
voted to divide the stock, consisting of 
. Ü,550 shares, between the four mem- 
bers of the committee. Deam objected 
to such division, but unsuccessfully. 
The defendants have since that time 
ansumed to be the owners of such stock 
and still claim it. 


The lxK?ks, records and papers, the 
complaint says, are in the hands of the 
• defendants, and as near as can be as­ 
certained by the complainants the dis­ 
tribution of stock is as follows: John S. 
Moats, 100 shares: Andrew H. Deam, 
.200: John L. Deam, 100; Henry D. 
Deam, 
W. H. Hollis, 1,387; I w . 
Hamiltou. 1,38": Charles G. Davies. 
1,387. W. H. Blotter, 300; Griswold,100; 
treasury stock, 150. For the stock is­ 
sued the company has to show not to 
exceed $70,000 in property, consisting 
of road bed and ris'ht-of-way, real es- 
vtate held under 
contract, 
grants 
of 
right-of-way 
by 
municipali­ 
ties, 
and 
all 
this 
property 
that has been paid for was paid for by 
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stock issued to Griayrold and the com- 
lainants; and the stock issued to the 
efendants was wrongfully Issued with­ 
out any consideration therefor what­ 
ever, as was also the 1,387 shares arbi­ 
trarily issued to H. D. Deam which he 
offers to surrender back to the com­ 
pany except the 500 shares voted him 
for services rendered. 


The indebtedness of the company is 
shown to be'$26,000; that there has l^en 
issued to the contractors a number of 
the notes of the company In anticipa­ 
tion of an Issue of bonds, the amount of 
the notes, being about $50,000; that last 
March the company borrowed of a rel­ 
ative of the defendant Davies $5,000 for 
which the company’s note was given 
without authority of the complainants; 
that stock certificates have been Issued 
^gned bv President Hamilton, Secre­ 
tary Hollis and Treasurer Davies, certi­ 
fying that they are full paid up stock 
certificates, while they were Issued uiion 
the arbitrary division df stock above re­ 
ferred to. Although Henry D Deam 
is the general manager, the complaiut 
says the business of the company is 
withhold from him and that the defend­ 
ants, threaten to cancel the contracts 
for the grading, equipment and con­ 
struction of tihe road; that the defend­ 
ants obtained the stock which gave 
them a controlling interest in the cor­ 
poration fraudulently aud^ issued the 
same as full paid up stock for the pur­ 
pose of selling the same to some pur­ 
chaser and thereby cheat and defraud 
the cor|)oration and cause it trouble. 


An injunction was issued this morn­ 
ing by Judge Coolidge in accordance 
with the [>rayer of the complainants 
that the defendants be restrained from 
selling any of the stock issued to them 
except the 100 shares held by each of 
them l)efore the division of the stock 
remaining In the treasury; restraining 
them from cancelling any contract 
made by said company with contract­ 
ors; from paying any notes Issued to 
such contractors; from paying the note 
for $10,000 issued to the said Sydney J. 
Davies; from conveying any of the 
property or any of its books, papers or 
records; from making any contracts 
for the company. 


Work will not be suspended on the 
road pending the litigation.

Lightfoot gave it out tHat they had been 
assaulted by d masked robber, and th at 
the shooting was done by the robber 
when he found tha.t resistance was of­ 
fered. 
. M ay 27 Llghtfoot was arrested, and 
his prelim inary examination began S at­ 
urday before Justice Whiteside. On the 
night of the m urder the tw o ‘men went 
across the road from Lightfoot's house 
to a well for some w ater.

This 
simply because the white people are bar­ 
baric to the coIo’*M race. There are hun­ 
dreds of cases reported each year where 
white men have committed the same 
crime that Mitchell did, but you hear 
of no lynching. And the question arises, 
why do the people who claim tQ be all 
th a t is civilised, and who have every 
advantage given them to improve civil­ 
ization, turn to absolute cruelty—bar­ 
barism ? T hat is w'hat it is. And after 
a mob lynches an offender all concerned 
go free, aiid are called brave for under­ 
taking a really disgraceful affair. Is It 
brave for several hundred men to end 
the life of a m an bound in chains and 
who is utterly helpless? 


“They say it is done to impress the 
people w ith the fearfulhess of such a 
frlm e. B ut they do not lynch the white 
man for the same crime. It is the power­ 
ful over the weak. B ut some day the 
vo rm will turn and the colored people 
will revolt. All our race demands is a 
fa ir trial by law for those accused of 
crime, and punishm ent by law after 
hor«est‘ conviction. No m audlin syro 
pa thy for crim inals is solicited, but we 
do ask that, the law ahall punish 
all 
alike. In the case of Mitchell, w hat will 
the law do with those who lynched him? 
Nothlnir—they can go free.

In 
other days they tried to dull human pain 
by the hrifiheesh of tbo Arabs and the ma* 
drepore of tJie lioman and the GJrcek. But 
it WHS left to Dr. James Simpson to intro 
dttce chloroform os an aniesthctic, Alas for 
the writhing subjects of surgery in other 
centuries) Blessed be God for that «wet 
sponge or vial in the hand of tho operat­ 
ing surgeon in the clinical department of 
the medical college, or in tlie sickroom of 
the domestic circle, or on the battlefield 
amid thousnnds of amputations. 


Ksipoleon after a bottle rode along the 
line and saw under a tree, standing in tho 
snow, Larrey the surgeon, operating upon 
the wounded. Napoleon passed on and 
S4 hours after%vard came along the same 
place, and he saw tho same surgeon operat­ 
ing in the same place, and he had not left 
It.

The medical profession steps into the 
courtroom, and after conflicting >\itnesses 
have left everything in a f«g, by cliemical 
analynes shovs the guilt or innocence of 
the jirisoner. as by muthematical demon­ 
stration. thus adding honors to medical 
jurisprudence. 


This profession has done wonders for 
public hygiene! 
How often they bavo 
stood between this nation and Asiatic 
cholera, and the yellow fever! The monu­ 
ments in Greenwood and Mount Auburn 
and Laurel Hill tell something of the 
story of those men who stood face to face 
with pestilence in southern cities, until, 
staggering in their own sickness, they 
stumbled across the corpses of those whom 
they had come to save. 
This profession 
tias been the sucessful advo<»ite of ventila­ 
tion, sewerage, drainage and fumigation, 
until their sentiments wete well expreese<l 
by Lord Palmerston when ho said to the 
English nation at the time a fast had bc«n 
;proclaimed to kt«p off a great pestilence: 
‘Clean your streets or death will ravage, 
notwithstanding all the prayers of this 
nation. Clean your streets, and then call 
on GckI for help.” 


Bee what this profession has done for 
buman longevity. There was such a fear­ 
ful suiUracition from buman life that there 
was a prospect that within a few centuries 
this world would be left almost Inhabit- 
antless, Adam started with a wholo eter­ 
nity of earthly eylsten«^ before him, but 
be cut oft tbe most of it and only com­ 
paratively few years were . left—only 7C0 
years of life, and then 600, and then 400, 
and then 200, and then 100, and then 60, 
and then the average of buman life came 
to 40, and tiien it dropped to 18,

In the first plaeo, tbe pbytlclan has no 
Sabbath. Busy merchants and lawyers 
snd meohanics cannot afford to be sick 
during the secular week, and so they nurse 
themselves along with lozenges and here- 
hound candy until Sabbath morning 
comes, and tben they say, “ I must have a 
doctor.” ,And thot spoils the Sabbath 
morning church service for the physician. 
Besides that, there aro a great many men 
who dine but once a week with their fam­ 
ilies. 
During the secular days they take 
a hasty lunch at the restaurant, and'on 
tho Sabbhth they mnko up for their six 
days’ abstinence by ospcclal gormandizing, 
which before night makes their amazed 
digestive organs cry out for a doctor. And 
that spoils the evening church service for 
the physician.

A half 
starved woman comes out from the low 
tenement house Into the dispensary and 
unwraps the rags from her babe, a bundle 
of ulcers and rheum and pustules, and 
over that llfftle sufferer bends the accumu­ 
lated wisdom of the ages from Æsculapius 
down to last week’s autopsy. In one dis­ 
pensary in one year 160,000 prescriptions 
were issued. Why do I show you what 
God has allowed this profession to dof Is 
it to stir up your vanity? Oh, no,

day has gone by for pompous doctors, with 
conspicuous gold Ucoded ciines and pow­ 
dered wigs, which were tho accompani­ 
ments in the days when the barber used 
to curry through the streets of London 
Dr, iirookelsby’s wig, to tho admiration 
and awe of the people, saying: “ Make 
way. Here comes Dr. Broekolsby’s wig, " 
No, 1 announce these things not only to 
inoretisa the appréciation of hiyiuon in re­ 
gard to tiie work of physicians, but to stir 
in the hearts of the men of the medical 
profession a feellug-of grutitude to God 
that they have lieen allowed to put their 
hand to such a magnificent work and that 
they have been atlled into such illustrious 
company.

Then there are many who always blame 
tho doctor because the people die, forget­ 
ting the Divine enactment, “ It is appoint­ 
ed unto all men once to die. ’* The father 
in medicine who announced the fact 
that he had discovered tho art by which to 
make men in this world Immortal him­ 
self died at 47 years of age, i^howing that 
Immortality was less than half a century 
for him. Oh, ho%v easy it is, when iicòplo 
die, to cry out, “ Malpractice.”.- TbCiS. thO 
physician must bear with all the wbiiins, 
and the sopliistries, and the deceptions,^ 
and the stratagems, and thev(rritaij|n8 of 
tho shattered nerves ^nd the beclouded 
brains of women, and mOre especially of 
men, who never know how" gràcefnlly to 
be sick, and who with thoir salivated 
mouth curse the doctor, giving bim *hls 
dues, as they say—about the only dues he 
will in that case collect. The last bill that 
is pnid Is the doctor's bill. It «seems so 
incoherent for a restored patienr, with 
ruddy chet^ks and rotund form, to bo 
botliered with a bill charging him for old 
calomel and jalapA Tho physicians of this 
country do mo;-© missionary work without 
charge than all the other professions put 
together. From the concert room, from 
the merry party, from the comfortable 
couch on a cold night, when the ther­ 
mometer is 5 degrees below zero, the doc 
tor must go right away ; he always must 
go right away. 
To keep up under this 
nervous strain, to go through this night 
work, to benr all these annoyances, many 
physicians have resorted to, strong drink 
and perished. 
Others have appealed to 
God for,sympathy and help and have lived. 
Which were the wise doctors, judge ye? 


Pi«ty Md Mcaic»! Skill. 


Again, the medical profession ongbt to 
be Christian because there are professional 
exigencies when they need God. Asa’s de 
structlon by unblessed physicians was a 
warning. There are awful crises in every 
medical practice when a doctor ought to 
know how to pray. All the hosts of Ills 
will sometimes hurl themselves on the 
weak points of the physical organism, or 
with equal ferocity will assault tho entire 
line ot susceptibility to suffering. 
The 
next dose of medicine will decide whether 
or not tbe happy home shall be broken up. 
Shull It be this medleine or that medioine? 
Go<l help the doctor. 
Between tbe five

or tho ten drops? Be careful bow you put 
that kulfe through those delicate portions 
of the body, lor If It swing out of the way 
the sixth part of an inch the patient per 
isbes. 
Under such circumstances a physi­ 
cian needs not so much consultation with 
men of bis own calling as be needs consul 
tatlon with that God who strung the 
nerves and built the cells and swung tbe 
crimson tide through the arteries.

wonder why the heart throbs.-wby It 
seems to open and shut. There Is no won 
der about It. It Is God’s bond shutting, 
opening, shutting, oiienlng, on every 
heart. When a man comes to doctor tbe 
eye, he ought to be In communication with 
bim who said to tbo blind, “ Receive tby 
sight.” When a doctor comes to treat 
paralytic arm, he ought to be in commu 
nlcatlon with him who said, ‘ ‘ Stretch forth 
thy hand, and he stretched It forth.

»•ion as possible. This is the case on both 
«idea of the cham ber, but it is especially 
true of the Republicans, as the respon­ 
sibility for action rests there. Still there

Instances of Tlieir Gathertuc and Marcli* 
log Awmy Together. 


Manly Hardy writes to The Forest 
and Stream about bears that migrated:, 
"The first notice of these migrations 
s to be found in ^ book by John Josse- 
lyu, entitled. ‘New England Ruretics 
])i8C0vered,’ published in 1873. In this 
book he says that great compauies of 
bears sometimes traveled across what is 
probably the Piseataqua river. 


“ About 70 years ago, early in Septem­ 
ber, my father one night witnessed a 
bear migration. 
Tiie night was a dark, 
one. The bears came to the east bank 
of the Penobscot river in the town of 
Orriugtou, about seven miles below Bau- 
gor. The bears could be heard calling 
and answering each other till low water, 
when they took to the water, swam 
across and landed on the Hampden side. 
In the morning it was found that a 
large number had crossed. My father 
saw theiii tracks across a single plank 
n a shipyard. 


*'Again, aboat 80 years ago, a friend 
of mine, Henry Olapp, who is quoted in 
Cassino’s ‘Standard Natural History’ as 
an authority on bears, told me that dur* 
ng the fall he had gone on a trapping 
trip, but had found few bears, till one 
morning in November after a snowfall 
le found the trac^ks of nine ditfereiit 
t)cars, all headed op one little valley. 
For several days after that more bear 
tracks were found, all headed in the 
same direction—from east to west. They 
denned up when it came time to do so, 
and in the spring headed east again. 


**lt is believed among sportsmen that 
bears go back into the woods to den up 
and come to the vicinity of the clear­ 
ings every spring, but extensive migra­ 
tions by bears are as little heard of us 
those of wild turkeys and prairie chick 
ena What naturalists do not understand 
is how the animals, whic: nsnally scat­ 
ter over miles of territoiy, know how’, 
when or where to get together for their 
trips.»*

*Charfi:e9 That Praudulant Issues of 
Stock Certificats» Have Been

Henry D. Deam, Andrew,H. Deain 
aud John Moats today filed a bill of 
complaint in the circuit couf*t against 
JoUtt W. Hamilton, Charles G. Davies 
and W. H. Hollis, respectfully presi­ 
dent, treasurer and secretary of the 
Benton Harbor Electric Railway & 
Transit 
company, requiring 
these 
ofentlemen to appear in court in an­ 
swer to charges involving the fraudu­ 
lent issue of stock with the alleged 
purpose of enriching themselves at the 
•e.x'pense of the coriwration of which 
they are Uh ollicers and in which the 
complainants are stock iiolders. 


The complaint recites that the cap­ 
ital stock of the corporation was $650,- 
000, divided intoU.ôOO shares; that pre­ 
vious to the organ i'/.ation of the com­ 
pany a coufiiderable amount of work 
was done by the complainants and 
money to the amount of $5,000 had 
been expended in procuring the right- 
of-way all of which was turned over 
to and became the proj>erty of the 
-company, and that the defendants had

furnished no propertv or 
services 
whatever: that after tne organization 
of the company there was organized 
out of the iMard of directors a finance 
and executive commiitee which was 
-comj^ed of Henry D. Deam and all 
the defendants and at a meeting of that 
committee in March 1897 a majority 
voted to divide the stock, consisting of 
5,550 shares, between the four mem­ 
bers of the committee. Deam.objected 
to such division, but unsuccessfully. 
The defendants have since that time 
assumed U) be the owners of such stock 
and still claim it.

defendants was wrongfully Issued with­ 
out any consideration therefor what­ 
ever, as was also the 1,387 shares ai*bi- 
trarily issued to H. D. Deam which he 
offers to surrender back to the com­ 
pany except the 500 shares voted him 
for services rendered. 


Tiie indebtedness of the company is 
shown to be $25,000; that there has been 
issued to the contractors a number of 
the notes of the company in anticipa­ 
tion of an issue of bonds, the amount of 
the notes being about $50,000: that last 
March the Company borrowed of a rel­ 
ative of the defendant Davies $5,000 for 
which the company’s note was given 
without authority of the complainants: 
that stock certificates have been issued 
signed by President Hamilton, Secre­ 
tary Hollis and Treasurer Davies, certi­ 
fying that they are full ]>aid up stock 
certificates, while they were issued ujjon 
the arbitrary division of stock a|;>ove re­ 
ferred to. Although Henry D Deam 
is the general manager, the complaint 
says the business of the company is 
withheld from him aud that the defend­ 
ants threaten to cancel the contracts 
for the grading, equi )ment aud con­ 
struction of the road: that the defend­ 
ants obtained the stock which gave 
them a controlling interest in the cor­ 
poration fraudulently uud issued the 
same as full paid up stock for the pur- 
l)ose of selling the same to some pur­ 
chaser and thereby cheat and defraud 
the corporation and cause it trouble. 


An injunction was issued this morn­ 
ing by Judge Coolidge in accordance 
with the prayer of the complainants 
that tiie defendants be restrained from 
selling any of the stock issued to them 
except the 100 shares held by each of 
them liefore the division of the stock 
remaining in the treasury: restraining 
them from cancelling any contract 
made by said company with contract­ 
ors; from paying any notes issued to 
such contractors; from paying the note 
for $10,000 issued to the said Sydney J. 
Davies; from conveying any of the 
property or any of its books, papers or 
records; from making any contracts 
•for the company. 


Work will not be suspended on the 
road pending the litigation.

Golconda, Ills.. June 7.-r-There were 
mutterings of lynch law 
among the 
thousand or more farmers who crowded 
into this tittle city Saturday to learn the 
details of an atrocious murder. 
The 
community is thoroughly aroused, and 
the officials would not be surprised if 
serious trouble ensues before the hear­ 
ing Is completed. On the night of May 
16, Reese Hoberts. of Walhoole, Hamil­ 
ton county, was murdered while In the 
company of his brother-in-law, Douglas 
lilghtfoot, near the latter’s farm house. 
Llghtfoot gave it out that they had been 
assaulted by a masked robber, and that 
the shooting was done by the robber 
W'hen he found that resistance was of­ 
fered. 
' 


May 27 Llghtfoot was arrested, and 
his preliminary examination began Sat­ 
urday before Justice Whlte.slde. On the 
night of the murder the two men went 
across the %*oad from Llghtfoot's house 
to a well for some water. 
In a few 
minutes shooting began and four pistol 
shots 
were 
heard by the neighbors. 


1\nien the first person not a member of 
the family arrived on the scene Roberts 
was lying dead on the front' porch, 
bleeding profusely fi*om a wound made 
by a bullet that had entered the throat 
and passed 
downward, 
severing the 
carotid artery.

St. Augustine, Fla.. June 7.—Shortly 
before midnight Friday a -man sup­ 
posed to be Isaac Barrett, a colored 
farm hand, entered the home of H. J. 
Hewson, a farmer at Orangedale. and 
murderously assaulted Hewson. his wife 
and a 7-year-old son, while they slept. 
All were hit in the head with a piece 
of scantling. The daughter, Miss Mag­ 
gie, grappled with the negro and fought 
so bravely that he left the house. The 
son is said to be dying, but the parents 
may possibly recover. 


Later Barrett was arrested and hla 
captors proceeded with him to the office 
of Jutslce of the Peace Zlum. On the 
way the negro managed to disarm one 
of his guards and attacked both men. A 
doctor approached and the gun was also 
leveled at him, holding all three at bay. 
W atching an opportunity Britton, one 
of his captors, sprang upon the man 
and he was overpowered and started 
for the ofiice of the magistrate. It is re­ 
ported that on 
the way a party of 
twelve men took the prisoner from the 
oiticers. and a lynching was probably 
the result.

Chicago, June 7.—Mrs. Ida Wells Bar* 
nett, the colored woman who has gone so 
far as to travel through England lectur­ 
ing on the subject of lynching, has given 
her opinion on the affair at 
Urbana. 
Mrs. Barnett is an American w om an - 
horn. bred and educated. She said to a 
reponter: "There Is little hope that lyncli- 
ing will be abolished, since Ohio, a north­ 
ern state, has allow'ed a man to be 
strung up to gratify the barbarism of sev­ 
eral hunderd white men. When the pe9ple 
of the state from which our present presi­ 
dent came allow such a revolting thing 
to occur they are setting the north a bad 
example. The lynching of Mitchell was 
barbarity in itself, revolting in the ex­ 
treme. When the white people feel that 
their laws do not Justify the offense they 
straightway turn murderers. 
Mitchell 
had his punishment named and such 
should have sufhced. The white men make 
their laws, but they do not abide by 
them. 
W hy should there be any law, 
if It cannot be followed? 


“It Is most certain that Sheriff Mc- 
l.aln will have more 
remarks made 
about him for having the troops fire, 
w'hlch caused loss of life to many, than 
will the whole lynching afFair. 
This 
simply because the white people are Imr- 
baric to the colored race. There are hun­ 
dreds of cases reported each year where 
white men have committed the same 
crime that Mitchell did, but you hear 
of no lynching. And the question arises, 
why do the people who claim to be all 
that is civilized, and who have every 
advantage given them to improve civll- 
ization, turn to absolute cruelty-~bar- 
barism? That Is what it is. And after 
a mob lynches an offender all concerned 
go free, and are called brave for under­ 
taking a really disgraceful affair, i Is tt 
brave for several hundred men. io end 
the life of a man bound in chains and 
who is utterly helpless? 


‘They say it is done to impress the 
people with the fearfulness of such a 
crime. But they 40 not lynch the white 
man for the same crime. It is the power 
(ul over the weak. But some day the 
worm will turn and the calOred people 
will revolt. All our race demands Is a 
fair trial by law for those accused of 
crime, and punishment by law after 
honest conviction. No maudlin sym­ 
pathy for criminals if solicited, but we 
do ask-that,the law shall punish all 
alike. In the case of Mitchell, what will 
the law4 o with thoae who Ijrnched him? 
Nothini^’-'they can go free.

*‘The fact is,” said the ex-conawl gen­ 
eral, "that most of the wholesale de­ 
nunciation directed at our .consular ser­ 
vice comes from those who know least 
ai>out it. It Is sometimes the product of 
honest ignorance, and sometimes 1 fear, 
of pure cussednese." 
He adds that our 
consuls have more to do and the con­ 
sulates have a smaller and poorer paid 
personnel.

T he G ovenor Also Pays His Rojgards 
to Senator McIVIIllan and 
G eneral Alger. 


D etroit Free Proi«H: 
The governor 
wu^ a^kcd by the Free I’resH represen­ 
tative what he would do about deter­ 
mining the 
con.Htltutionality of the 
prci^ent nystom t»f taxing railroads on 
their reeeiptii. now that the university 
faculty had declined to give an opi)iion.

*‘l ’ve discovered one curious thing,’’ 
continued his excellency, “and that is 
that the fellow« in prison do not seem 
to understand how hard the tim es are 
outside. They still seem to w’ant to 
ta*ke their chancee of getting a living, 
and all want to be pardoned out, ” The 
govenor did not say which of the con­ 
victs were unxiouB to be set free. 


in connection with F ingree’s mooted 
special session there is talk among the 
IKJlitlcians to the elTect th at the gover­ 
nor will wait until next year, and will 
call the session a short tune before the 
Republican state convention.

Four 
hundred thousand people annually dying 
in Enropefrom tho smallpoi, Jenner finds 
that by tho inoculation of people with vao- 
cine from a cow the great scourge of na- 
tluas may be arrested. 
The nilnisters of 
the gospel denounced vnccination; small 
wits caricatur^ Edward Jenner as riding 
in a great procession on the back of a cow, 
and grave men expressinl it as their opinion 
that all the diseases of- the brute creation 
would be transplanted into the human 
family, and they gave instances where, 
they said, actually horns had come out 
on the foreheads of innocent persons and 
people had begtm to chew the cpdl But 
Dr. Jenner, the hero of medicine, went on 
fighting for vaccination until it has been 
estimated that that one doctor in 60 years 
has saved more lives than all the battles 
of any one century destroyed! 


Passing along the streets of Edinburgh 
n few weeks after tho death of Sir James 
Y. Simpson, I saw the photograph of tho 
doctor in all tlie windows of the shops 
and stores, and well mightthatphotogriiph 
be put in every window, for he first used 
chloroform as an auiesthetic agent. 
In 
other days they tried to dull human jpaiu 
by the hasheesij of tho Arabs and tho ma­ 
drepore of the Konuin and the Greek. But 
it was left to Dr. Janies Simpson to intro­ 
duce chloroform as an aniesthetic. Alas for 
the writhing subjects of surgery in other 
centuries! 
Bhssed be God for that wet 
spongo or vial in the hand of the operat­ 
ing surgeon in the clinical department of 
the medical college, or in the sicki 
the domestic oircsle, or on the battl 
omid thousands of amputations, 


Napoleon after a battle rode along the 
line and saw under a tree, standing in the 
snow, Larrey tiio surgeon, operating upon 
the w(»unded, 
Napoleon passed on and 
24 hours afterward came along the same 
place, and he saw tlie same surgeon operat­ 
ing in the samci place, and he,had not left 
it. Alan f(»r the battlefields without chlo­ 
roform. 
But now tho soldier boy takes a 
few I ivaths from the sponge and forgets 
all thc'paug of the gunshot fracture, and 
whilf the surge<ins of the field hospital are 
standing around him he lies there dream­ 
ing of homo and mother and heaven. 
No 
more parents «tanding around a suffering 
child. Ktruggllng to get away from the 
sharp instr\iment, but mild slumber in­ 
stead of excruciation, and the child wakes 
up and wiysr “ Father,w hat’s tho matter? 
What’s the doctor here today fori“” 
Oh, 
blessed lje God for .Tames Y. Simpson and 
the heaven descended mcrcies of chloro­ 
form. 


Public H ygien«. 


The medical profession steps into the 
courtroom, and after conllicting witnesses 
have left everything in a fog. by chemical 
analyses shovs tho guilt or innocence of 
tlie prisoner, an by mathematical demon­ 
stration. thus adding honors to medical 
jurisprudence. 


This profession lias done wonders for 
public hygiene! 
How often they have 
stood between this nation and Asiatic 
cholera, and the yellow fever! The monu- 
menls in Greenwood and Mount Auburn 
and Laurel Hill tell something of the 
story of those men who stood face to face 
with pestilence in southern cities, until, 
staggering in their own sickness, they 
Btumblwl across the corpses of those whom 
they had come to save. 
Thin profession 
has been the sucessful advocate of ventila­ 
tion. sewerage, drainage and fumigation, 
until their stintiments were well exjiressed 
by Lord Palmerston wiien he said to the 
English nation at the time a fast had been 
proclaimwl U> keep off u great ijestilence: 
‘Clci^n your streets or death will ravage, 
notwithstanding all tho prayers of this 
nation. 
Chan your streets, and then call 
on God for h«'lp.” 


See what this profession has done for 
human longevity. There was such a fear­ 
ful subtraction from human life that there 
was a prospect that within u few centuries 
this world would be left almost inhabit- 
antlesri. 
Adam started with a whole eter­ 
nity of earthly existence before him, but 
he cut off the most of it and only com­ 
paratively few years were left—only 7C0 
yeiirs of life, and then 600, and then 400, 
and then ¡¿00, and then 100, and then 50, 
and then the average of human life came 
to 40, and then it dropped to 18. 
But 
medical science c4ime in, and since the six­ 
teenth century the average of human life 
has risen from IH ye^urs to 44, and it will 
continue to rise until the average of hu­ 
man life will iM) 60, and it will bo 00, and 
it will be 70, and a man will have no right 
to die before 90, and the prophecy of 
Isaiah will bo literally fulfilled, “ And the 
oliild shall die 100 years old.” The mil 
lennium for the souls of men will be the 
millennium for the bodies of men. 
Bln 
done, disease will be done—the clergyman 
and the physician getting through with 
their work at the same time.

tific attendance. Dlspens<irles and infirm 
aries everywhere under the control of the 
best doctors, some of them poorly paid, 
some of them not paid at all. 
A half 
starved woman comes out from the low 
tenement iiouse into the dispensary and 
unwraps the rags from her babe, a bundle 
of ulcers and rheum and pustules, and 
over that little sufferer bends the accumu­ 
lated wisdom of the ages from .^sculapius 
down to last week's autopsy. 
In one dis­ 
pensary in one year 160,000 presQrlptlons 
were issued. 
Why do I show you what 
God has allowed this profession to doF Is 
it to stir up your vanity? Oh, no, 
Tho 
day has gone by for pompous doctors, with 
conspicuous gold headed canes and pow­ 
dered wigs, which were tho tuccompani- 
ments in the days when tho barber used 
to carry through tho streets of London 
Or. Brookelsby’s wig, to the admiration 
and awe of the people, saying: “ Make 
way. Here comes Dr. Brockelsby's wig.” 
No, I announce these things not only to 
increase the appreciutlQii of laymen in re­ 
gard to the work of physicians, but to stir 
in the hearts of the men of the medical 
profession a feeling of gratitude to God 
that they have been allowed to put their 
hand to such a magnificent work and that 
they have been culled into such illustrious 
company. 
Have you never felt a spirit of 
gratitude for this opportunity? Do you 
not feel thankful now? Then lam afraid, 
doctor, you are not b Christian, and that 
(he old proverb which Chrlat quoted in 
bis sermon may ho approprlAto to you

A Doctor’s Saertflees. 
# 


In tho first place, the physician has no 
Sabbath. 
Busy merchants and lawyers 
and mechanics cannot a/Tord to be sick 
during the secular week, and so they nurse 
themselves along with lozenges and here- 
hound candy until 
Sabbnth morning 
comes, and then they say, “ I must have a 
doctor.” And that spoils tho Sabbath 
morning church service for the physlclon. 
Besides that, there are a great many men 
who dine but once a week with their fam­ 
ilies. 
During the secular days they take 
a hasty lunch at tho restaurant, and on 
the Sabbath they make up for their six 
days’ abstinence by cspcclal gormandizing, 
which before night makes their amazed 
digestive organs cry out fora doctpr. And 
that spoils the evening church scrvi«» for 
the physician. 


Then they are annoyed by people coming 
too late. 
Men-wait until the last fortress 
of physical strength Is t^kcn and death 
has dug around it the trench of the grave, 
and then they run-for tho doctor. 
The 
slight fever which might have been curcd 
with a footbath has becomo virulent ty- 
plius, and the hacking cough, killing 
pneumonia. 
As though a captain should 
sink his ship off Amagansett, and then 
put ashore in a yawl and then come to 
New York to tho marine ofllco and want 
to get his vessel insured. 
Too late for tho 
ship, too late for the patient. 


Then there are jKany who always blamo 
the doctor because the people die, forget­ 
ting the Divinu enactment, “ It Is appoint­ 
ed unto all men once to die." 
Tho father 
in medicine who announced the fact 
that lie had discovered tho art by which to 
make men In this world immortal him­ 
self died at 47 years of age, showing that 
immortality was less than half a century 
for him. 
Oh, how easy it is, when people 
die, to cry out, “ Malpractioe.” Then the 
physician must bcMir with all the whims, 
and the sophistries, and thu deceptions, 
and the stratagems, and the irritations of 
the shattered nerves and the becloudetl 
brains of women, and more especially of 
men. who never know how gracefully to 
be sick, and who with their salivated 
mouth curse the doctor, giving him his 
dues, as they say—about tho only dues he 
will in that case collect. The last bill that 
Is paid is the doctor’s bill. 
It seems so 
incoherent for a restored patient, with 
ruddy cheeks and rotund form, to bo 
botiiered with a bill charging him for old 
calomel and jalap. The physicians of this 
country do more missionary work without 
charge than all the other professions put 
together. 
From the concert room, from 
the merry party, from the comfortable 
couch on ft cold night, when the ther­ 
mometer is 5 degrees below zero, tho doc 
tor must go right away; he always must 
go right away.

Which were tho wise doctors, judge ye? 
Piety Mid M«<lical Skill. 


Again, the medical profession oughtto 
be Christian because there are professional 
exigencies when they need God. Asa’s de­ 
struction by unblessed physicians was 
warning. 
There are awful crises in every 
medical practice when a doctor ought to 
know how to pray. 
All the hosts of ills 
will sometimes hurl themselves on the 
weak points of the physical organism, or 
with equal ferocity will assault tho entire 
lino ot ausceptibility to suffering. 
The 
next dose of medicine will decide whether 
or not the happy home shall be broken up. 
ShaU it be this medicine or that medicine? 
God help the doctor. 
Between the five 
drops and the ten drops may be the ques 
tion of life or death. 
Shall it be the five 
or tho ten drops? Be careful how you put 
that knife through those delicate portions 
of the body, for if it swing out of the way 
the sixth part of an inch the patient per 
ishes. 
Under such circumstances a physi 
olan needs not so much consultation with 
men of his own calling as he needs consul 
tation with that God who strung the 
nerves and built tho cells and swung the 
crimson tide through the arteries. 
You 
wonder why the heart throbs—why it 
seems to open and shut. There is no won 
der about it. 
It is God's hand shutting, 
opening, shutting, opening, 
on every 
heart. 
When a man comes to doctor the 
eye, he ought to be in communication with 
him who said to the blind, “ Receive thy 
sight." When a doctor comes to treat 
paralytic arm, he ought to be in commu 
nicatlon with hl;n who said, * * Stretch forth 
thy hand, and he stretched It forth. 
When a man comes to doctor a bad case of 
hemorrhage, he needs to be in communi 
cation with him who cured the Ifwue 
blood, saying, “ Thy faith hath saved 
thee.” 


I do not mean to say that piety wll 
make up for medical skill. A bungling 
doctor, confounded with what was not 
very biid case, went Into the next room to 
pray. 
A skilled physician was called In. 
He asked for the first practitioner. “ Oh,” 
they said, “ he's in the next room pray­ 
ing.” “ Well,” said the skilled doctor, 
“ tell him to come out here and help, 
He 
can pray and work at the same tim e.” It 
was all in that ^ntence. 
Do tho best we 
can and ask God to help us. Thore are no 
two m^n in all the world, it seems to me, 
that so much need the grace of God as the 
minister who doctors the sick soul and the 
physician who prescribes for the dismsed 
body.
